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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  this  report  on  the  work  of 
the  department  for  the  year  1964. 

Again,  I am  pleased  to  report  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
inspections,  due,  of  course,  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a full 
complement  of  staff  for  the  whole  of  the  year.  In  the  main,  the 
increased  inspections  related  to  housing,  offensive  trades,  samp- 
ling, offices  and  shops,  drainage,  and  the  inspection  of  foodstuffs, 
the  latter^  being  principally  the  lamination  of  corned  beef 
following  the  Aberdeen  outbreak.  Every  six  pound  tin  or  case, 
where  this  was  sealed,  which  came  from  the  Argentine  was  ex- 
amined and  it  was  necessary  for  only  six  6lb.  tins  to  be  detained. 

There  was  increased  attention  to  housing  matters  and  during 
the  year  the 'Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  confirmed 
two  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  in  respect  of  eighteen  houses, 
but  did  not  confirm  an  Order  for  two  houses,  since  agreement 
for  their  demolition  had  been  reached  between  the  Council  and 
the  owner. 

During  the  year  saw  the  introduction  of  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  and  preliminary  work  with  regard  to 
registration  was  done  and  a start  made  on  the  general  inspections. 
When  the  Act  and  subsequent  Regulations  are  fully  in  force  it 
will  be  necessary  for  a considerable  amount  of  time  to  be  spent 
on  this  work. 

I would  express  my  appreciation  to  Dr  Ferguson  for  his 
valued  support  and  co-operation  and  the  staff  for  the  efficient 
and  courteous  way  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

The  applications  for  standard  grants  have  increased  con- 
siderably from  the  previous  year  and  nearly  double  the  amount! 
of  money  paid  out  in  grants.  The  average  cost  per  house  has' 
increased  from  £20  to  £71.  The  increased  number  of  applica- 
tions principally  was  due  to  the  National  Coal  Board  who  are  in 
the  process  of  modernising  all  the  property  owned  by  them  in 
this  district.  Again  it  is  regrettable  to  have  to  report  that  owners 
of  tenanted  property  have  not  taken  advantage  of  the  scheme.

PROSECUTIONS 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 

Proceedings  were  commenced  for  three  contraventions  but 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  cases  had  not  b'een  heard.  A further 
contravention  was  reported  to  the  Council  of  an  unsound  tin  of 
corned  beef.  In  this  case  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  im- 
porters for  investigation.

Caravans 

There  are  now  seven  licensed  sites  and  one  Showmen’s 
Guild  site  in  the  area  with  a total  just  under  200  caravans.  Most 
of  the  caravans  are  accommodated  on  three  sites  which  provide 
a high  standard  of  amenity  and  are  well  run.  The  extra  site  is 
in  respect  of  a short  term  licence  in  an  area  of  future  building 
development. 
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An  application  for  a further  seven  caravans  on  the  Showmen’s 
Guild  site  was  refused  on  the  grounds  that  the  density  would 
exceed  the  recommended  twenty  caravans  to  the  acre. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  legal  action  for  the  use  of  road- 
side verges  by  horse  drawn  and  trailer  caravans,  the  majority 
involved  moving  on  request. 

There  are  now  seven  areas  where  Orders  under  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act  1951  are  in  force.

The  feeding  stuffs  manufacturing  plant  has  been  operated 
in  a reasonably  satisfactory  manner  and  less  complaints  were 
received  than  for  many  years.  The  appointment  of  more  technical 
supervisory  staff  has  assisted  in  reducing  the  odour  nuisance  but 
constant  vigilance  is  essential.  To  obtain  any  further  improve- 
ment it  will  be  necessary  for  plant  replacement  and  in  conjunc- 
tion with  this,  its  re-housing  in  a purpose  built  building  where 
escaping  odours  can  be  under  proper  control.  The  improvements 
carried  out  in  the  present  buildings  have  not  been  as  successful 
as  was  anticipated. 

During  the  year  the  feeding  stuffs  were  tested  as  a final 
product  and  in  the  manufacturing  process.  Ninety-six  samples 
were  taken  for  bacterial  examination  and  seventy  two  were  satis- 
factory. The  unsatisfactory  samples  had  the  following  Salmonella 
organisms  isolated.

The  Act,  parts  of  which  came  into  operation  (during  1964, 
impose  considerable  obligations  upon  owners,  occupiers  and  em- 
ployers of  persons  employed  in  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  and  also  upon  local  authorities  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  Act  and  the  Regulations  made  thereunder. 

Registration  of  premises  was  required  by  the  31st  July,  1964 
but  at  the  beginning  of  the  month  less  than  30  applications  had 
been  received,  despite  trade,  press  and  television  publicity. 
Therefore,  although  not  obligatory,  it  was  decided  to  send  out 
registration  forms  to  all  known  employers  in  such  premises.  The 
response  was  very  satisfactory  and  few  persons  had  to  be 
visited  for  the  return  of  the  forms. 
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In  October,  a start  was  made  on  the  General  Inspection  of 
the  premises.  This  is  a slow  operation,  involving  a considerable 
amount  of  time  at  each  premise.  A total  of  79  premises  re- 
ceived a general  inspection  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  a break- 
down of  the  sections  of  the  Act  where  contraventions  were  noted 
is  shown  in  the  following  table.

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In  all  cases  verbal  advice  has  been  given  and  a reasonable 
period  of  time  will  be  permitted  for  the  remedying  of  these  con- 
ditions. It  should  be  noted  that  apart  from  the  provision  of 
thermometers  and  first  aid  equipment  — which  are  simple 
matters  to  deal  with  — a reasonable  state  of  affairs  exists. 

Accidents 

One  accident  which  occurred  in  November  was  reported 
after  the  close  of  the  year,  where  a shop  assistant  lacerated  a 
finger  whilst  engaged  in  cleaning  a bacon  slicing  machine.  The 
matter  was  investigated  and  there  was  no  necessity  for  further 
action.

No  serious  problems  have  arisen  in  regard  to  meat  inspec- 
tion apart  from  the  extra  time  involved  for  the  stamping  of  car- 
cases and  the  necessity  for  the  certification  and  labelling  of  each 
quarter  of  horse  flesh  for  export  to  the  Continent.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  detain  five  beast  carcases  affected  with  Cysticercus  Bovis 
for  submission  to  refrigeration  treatment. 

One  instance  of  failing  to  give  notice  of  slaughter  was  re- 
ported to  the  Council  and  it  was  decided  to  issue  a caution  in 
this  case.

HOUSING  ACT  1957 


Clearance  Areas 

Three  areas,  comprising  a total  of  twenty  houses,  were 
reported  to  the  Council.  It  was  decided  to  proceed  by  way  of 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and  these  were  submitted  to  the 
Minister  for  confirmation.  The  owner  of  the  houses  concerned 
in  the  No.  3/64  Order  — 5/7  South  View,  submitted  an  under- 
taking to  demolish  the  property  and  sell  part  of  the  area  to  the 
Council  for  access  to  the  Nos.  1 and  2 areas.  The  Council 
accepted  this  undertaking  and  consequently  the  Order  was  not 
confirmed  by  the  Minister.  The  remaining  two  Orders  — eighteen 
houses  — were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  without  modification 
and  the  Council  were  directed  to  pay  well-maintained  allowances 
in  respect  of  three  houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  re-housing
